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WHEN WAR DEBTS WALK THE PLANK 
Du ring the campaign the terse and pithy char­ 
acter of the Democratic platform won a good 
deal of praise. 
It was short and easy to read, and there was 
no m istaking its meaning. 
Its planks were 
things tha t the most hu rried v oter cou ld digest; 
and one of the most clear and digestible was the 
following: 
“We oppose cancellation of the debts owing 
to the United States by foreign nations.” 
It is rapidly becoming ev ident tha t tha t sec­ 
tion of the platform is going to be tested pretty 
strenu ou sly before the newly elected candidates 
ev en take office. 
The plank is perfectly clear and straightfor­ 
ward. No one cou ld possibly m isu nderstand w hat 
it say s. 
At the same time, it is becoming a little bit 
clearer ev ery day tha t the war debts are not, any 
longer, collectible obligations. 
No longer is it a q u estion w hether or not we 
shall be paid in fu ll. It is hardly a q u estion, 
ev en, w hether we shall collect 10 cents on the 
dollar or 20 cents. 
The chief q u estion now is w hether we shall 
accept the loss gracefu lly and take it as an in­ 
ev itable part of the post-war readju stm ents 
which are still going on, or w hether we shall 
hav e it rammed down ou r throats. 
T hat being the case, w hat happens to the 
Democratic 
platform 
plank — the 
statem ent 
which, according to political theory , will form 
the gu iding star for the policy -makers of the new 
adm inistration? 
Mu ch as one hates to adm it it, it seems v ery 
probable that this plank will be gently bu t thor­ 
ou ghly forgotten. It will be forgotten becau se 
there is nothing else that can be done with it. 
You can oppose cancellation of a debt with y ou r 
whole sou l, bu t when y ou simply hav en’t got a 
C hinam an’s chance of collecting tha t debt y ou 
m ight ju st as well lock y ou r opposition u p in a 
q u iet room somewhere and let it starv e. 
Terseness and clearness in a political platform 
are desirable. Bu t a straightforw ard recogni­ 
tion of the political realities is ev en better. 


WHAT IS CHOKING MONEY CIRCULATION? 
It is im perativ e tha t we hav e a wider circu la­ 
tion of money before bu siness can proceed on an 
u ninterru pted progress of retu rn to normality . 
And money circu lation is being choked at pres­ 
ent. 
W hat is holding back the flood gates of 
money ? It is ev ident tha t there is plenty of 
money in ex istence. 
Gov ernment short term 
notes are snapped u p at incredible low rates of 
interest. Ev ery issu e is greatly ov ersu bscribed in 
short order. The banking sy stem is swollen w ith 
liq u id fu nds as ev idenced by present policies. 
There seems to be an abu ndance of idle money 
tha t is being kept ou t of circu lation. 
It seems to be a q u estion of tim idity on the 
part of bu siness men, inv estors and ev en bank­ 
ers tha t i» keeping the accu m u lated fu nds from 
cou rsing throu gh the channels of trade. 
There is a tendency in this cou ntry to go from 
one ex treme to the other. In 19 28 and 19 29 in­ 
v estors were bu y ing heav ily , bankers were lend­ 
ing more than freely and bu siness men were ex ­ 
panding with reckless abandon. Now the pen­ 
du lu m in the past three y ears has swu ng com­ 
pletely ¿o the other side. Now, the prev ailing 
idea is to m aintain a liq u id financial condition. 
So long as this condition is m aintained there 
can be no m arked recov ery from the economic 
doldru ms in which we are mired. Happily , how­ 
ev er, people are going to get ov er their tim idity 
and y ear and tu rn loose their stagnant capital. 
From the present ou tlook this time seems close 
at hand. It cannot come top soon, for the bene­ 
fit of ev ery one.

Winter. 


MAINTAINS SCHOOL FOR 
THE SIX CHILDREN 


Calumet, Mich., Nov. 17 (/P)—A 
few more days of freezing tem­ 
perature and one of the strang­ 
est little schools in America will 
be isolated in Lake Superior by 
winter ice. 
Six families, representing a 
population increase of 200 per 
cent over former years, have 
chosen to stay until next spring 
on Isle Royale, that 229 square 
miles of summer beauty and 
winter waste 50 miles off the up­ 
per peninsula shore. 
For the first time in 80 years 
the state of Michigan has estab­ 
lished a school on Isle Royale. 
There are six pupils, including 
four boys between 5 and 12 
years of age and two girls in 
high school. 
Their teacher is Mrs. Dorothy 
Simonson of Calumet, who took 
her six year old son with her. 
Five of the pupils are sons and 
daughters of Holder Johnson, a 
commercial fisherman, living at 
Chippewa Harbor, and it is in 
his home that the school is sit­ 
uated. 
Although 
winter closed in 
earlier than usual and a gleam­ 
ing expanse of firm ice already 
encloses Isle Royale, adult resi­ 
dents of the little community 
were relieved because a most im­ 
portant shipment of books, sent 
from the state library have ar­ 
rived. 
The books must serve a school 
and a community which will not 
see another book, magazine or 
newspaper until spring. Reading 
entertainment for both adults 
and children during the long 
winter evenings was provided. 
Mrs. Simonson has promised 
a Christmas program at the 
school, and the older children 
probably know that gifts from 
Santa Claus are already stored 
away. There will be no chance of 
exchanging them.

FARMING IN INDIANA 
(By the Associated Press) 


There are two or three essen­ 
tial factors tha t will influence 
the keeping qualities of stored

of Purdue

Agricul­ 
tural Extension D epartm ent. 
The first essential is to have 
sound fruit or vegetables; the 
second, the produce should be 
m ature, tha t is in the hard, ripe 
stage, and last of all, careful 
handling to prevent bruising at 
the time of placing them in 
storage. 


T reatm ent of poultry and hog 
diseases will be emphasized at 
the annual short course for vet­ 
erinarians which is being held 
at Purdue Nov. 15-17. The cause 
and prevention of post vaccina­ 
tion losses in hogs will be dis­ 
cussed in detail, along with o th­

How one tree in a single y ear 
provides for thousands of forest 
plantings is illustrated by a large 
bur oak in Irvington which y ield­ 
ed 15 bushels of acorns this sea­ 
son. 
Eleven 
bushels or approxi­ 
m ately 82,000 acorns were gath­ 
ered by state forestry people, will 
be stratified) this w inter and are 
expected to produce a t least 45,- 
000 y oung bur oak seedlings for 
distribution to tree planters for 
reforestation. 
This m agnificent oak, said to 
be the largest in the state, is the 
property of Miss K athleen Ky le. 
For y ears it has been the ob­ 
ject of m uch interest. The oak is 
twelve feet and two inches in 
circumference, has a spread of 
from 106 to 112 feet and is 
eighty feet high. The lower limbs 
droop downward to such an ex­ 
te n t tha t when in leaf they 
brush the grass. People from 
twenty -five states and severa; 
foreign countries, have called at 
the Kile home to see it, accord^ 


ing to a register kept by the 
owner. 
The father of Miss Ky le built 
the first and only hom e beneath 
its shade ajid for many y ears the 
Kile family has seen to it tha t 
the tree has every advantage in 
adding to its huge size. 
According to R alph F. Wilcox, 
forester for the conservation de­ 
partm ent, the Ky le bur oak as it 
is known locally , was growing 
when 
C o l u m bu s discovered 
America. It would1 take a count 
of rings to determ ine its age, but 
forestry people estim ate it from 
300 to 500 y ears old. It is an es­ 
tablished fact tha t this oak was 
a great tree when Indiana en­ 
tered the Union of States. For 
For y ears people from all over 
the 
country ha v e 
procured 
acorns from this tree and it is 
most likely tha t it is the parent 
of trees in virtually every state 
in the Union. Wilcox explains 
tha t the bur oak belongs to the 
white oak group, and is a valua­ 
ble tree for forest planting on 
good soils.
